‘Gen. Petain Succeeds Nivelle 
as French Commander in Chief 


"PARIS, May 15.—General Pétain 
was appointed Commander in Chief 
of the French armies operating on 
the French front at a Cabinet meet- 
ing today. 

General Nivelle was placed in-com- 
“mand of a:'group of armies. General 
Foch, vho played an important rolo 
-{m>the battles of the Marne and the 
Yser, succeeds /General  Pétain as 
Chief of Staff of the Ministry of War. 

The transfers were approved on the 
r dation of the Ministry of 
War. Genéral Nivelle some time ago 
gucceeded General Joffre in chief 
command along the. western front. 
‘Recently a mew military office- was 
created, that of Chief of the General 
Staff, to-which General Pétain was 
assigned, with authority to act as the 
“principal adviser. to the Minister of 
War upon all military movements. 
‘Whis made General Pétain the chief 
consultative authority at the Ministry 
of War in formulating movements, 
but without actual .command of 
troops in the field, for which his 
experience appeared to qualify him.

ips Sunk; More U-Boats Caught; 


Submarines Are at Sea 





LONDON, May 15.—The report of the 
week's losses through submarines to be 
issued tomorrow will be the most favor- 
able in several weeks.. The number of 
ships torpedoed is well below the aver- 
age, while the number of ships escap- 
ing attack is very large. 

Those in touch with the anti-subme- 
rine campaign are also very cheerful 
over the results of actual attacks ‘on 
submarines, which have been pushed 
with the utmost vigor during the fine 
weather of the past fortnight. This 
has been particularly favorable to alir- 
plane activity. According to ont re- 
port, more submarines have been sunk 
in th8 past week, than in the — 
previous. 


AMSTERDAM, May'l5, (via London.) 
—The Germans ‘have about 326 sub- 
marines in operation and about 80 to 
190 have been lost through British nets

The first-class boats have a speed cal- 
culated as -sufficient to overtake any 
cargo boat, Two-thirds of their crews 
gre experienced and one-third novices. 


The boats carry a.fortnight’s stores and 
have-a maximtm period of submergence 
of from ht to ten hours. Each is 
equipped wit h two periscopes and some- 
times descends to from 30 to 50 meters.=

Congress Conferees Accept the 
Provision for Accepting 
His Volunteers. 


WILSON: TO DECIDE FINALLY 


Colonel Will See Whitman To- 
day—Expected to Discuss 
Going to France.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—The -ques- 
tion of whether. Colonel Roosevelt shall 
lead an expeditionary force to France 
will be up to the President before the end 
of the week, 

Acting under explicit instructions by 
the House, the Senate, and House con- 
ferees on the Army Draft bill agreed: to- 
day upon the Harding amendment which 
authorizes—but does not direct—the 
President to accept by voluntary enlist- 
ment not more than four infantry divi- 
sions for service in the war.

It is not believed that the President 
will veto the Army Draft bill, although 
the Administration is _opposed-to the 
Roosevelt. amendment and used its influ- 
ence’ to prevent inclusion of the provis- 
fon in the Army bill.. The President, be- 
ing authorized to accept the. Roosevelt 
volunteers, but not directed to do ‘so, 
will be free to observe or not observe 
this particular section of the bill. 

The conferees. agreed: to the -Roose- 
velt améndment at a brief session: today. 
All other matters of disagreement were 
adjusted last week, but the. action of 
the House threw the bill back into con- 
ference. 

Sentiment in army circles.is decidedly 
abainst sending Colonel Roosévelt to 
France, and if the President listeris- to 
advisers in the War Department the 
Colonel will not go. Army officers as- 
sert his presenee in France would have 
no beneficial effect from a _. military 
standpoint, and would -tend to disrupt 
military organization and authority.

Among the sub- 
scriptions received ~yesterday was one 
for $5,000,000 from John D. Rockefeller. 
This is the largest stngle individual .sub- 
scription yet announced here, but it is

FIGHTING IN “NO MAN’S SEA.” 


Belgians and Germans Often Clash 
in Boats in Front of Lines. 


WITH THE BELGIAN ARMY IN 
FLANDERS, April 30, (Correspondence 
of The Associated Press.)—Boating to 
battle is one.of the novelties of fighting 
on this part of the front, where the 
Belgian and.German lines are separated 
by miles of flooded land. Trench raids 
are almost unheard of here.

British Passenger Steamer

Another lifeboat, 
containing sixty persons, was jammed 
at the davits and the seamen could 
not lower it to the water. It hung 
with the bow up higher. than the stern. 
until the Abosso gave a sudden lurch, 
throwing’ all of the occupants .of. the 
boat into the sea. 

After the steamship took a heavy ist 
Captain Toft, the commander, with sev- 
en others clambered to the rigging on 
the port: side, and remained there until 
the vessel went down. They were 
dyagged under by the suction, but man- 
aged to get to the surface and were 
rescued by some passengers on a .life- 
raft. After the vessel was struck the 
wireless operator sent out a_ signal, 
which was answered by a British patrol 
boat that arrived ‘on the scene in forty- 
five minutes and picked up the sur- 
vivors.

| tion is unusually large this Spring. ‘ 

“It is: estimated,’’ said Mr. Perkins, 
‘that there are 75,000 less yearling cat- 
tle in this State today than there were 
a year ago. We find that in slaughter 
houses sows are now being killed with 
unborn litters of pigs; that calves are 
being killed in large numbers soon after 
they are born; that cows ate being killed 
while still with calves, and that chickens 
are being killed in larger numbers than 
ever before. This is due to the prevail- 
ing high cost of feed and the high prices 
which can be obtained for beef, lamb, 
veal,. chickens, and pork at the present 
time. 

‘‘The destruction of the young animal 
life of this State will have-a very serious 
and far-reaching effect on our food sup- 
ply in the next two or three years. There 
is no law in this State to deal with the 
situation ; we are powerless, therefore, to 
do anything in the matter, but the ques- 
tion is such an impoftant one that we 
_ feel impelled to make this appeal to you, 
in the hope that many of you will feel it 
your patriotic duty to correct the present 
situation so far as lies*in your power.’

Fifty Social Leaders in New 
York Will Serve Only Three- 
- Course Dinners. 


‘MENUS TO BE MADE PUBLIC 


a 
Mayor’s Garden Committee Has Pre- 
- pared a Total of 745 Acres 
: for Cultivation. 


Fifty prominent women of New York 
City, it was aunounced last night, have 
organized a committee pledged to curb 
waste and extravagance in their own 
households and to aid in ‘showing others 
‘‘a more modified and simple plan of 
living.”” The committee, which includes 
Mrs. ©. H. P. Belmont, Mrs. George J. 
Gould, Mrs. Hermann Oelrichs, Mrs. 
Charles S. Whitman, Mrs. E. H. Gary, 
Mrs. J. B. Haggin, and Mrs. Oliver Har- 
riman, will be known as the “ First 
Fifty.’’ They will cut their own midday 
meals, to two courses and their evening 
meals to three courses, it was said, and 
will. establish a bureau for the dis- 
tribution of information ‘‘as to the 
cheapest and best food for the family.”’ 
Menus containing the most nutritious 
articles,of food for large or small fami- 
lies and giving their cost will be pre- 
pared. 

“We ask the individual to eat plenty 
and waste nothing, for without this 
individual control we shall see a very 
perilous and difficult. situation arise 
from an unrestricted drain on the 
foodstuffs of this country,’”” an an- 
nouncement of ‘the committee stated. 
‘This committee proposes to wage war 
on the small minority who feel that 
they can continue, unmindful of con- 
ditions, in their heinous waste and ex- 
travagance, and to fight through prop- 
er channels the food gamblers who are 
reaping a great harvest and who are 
attempting the assassination of the very 
life of our country.” 

The Mayor’s Food Gardens Commit- 
tee, in the three weeke of its existence, 
has made ready a total of 745 acres for 
cultivation, divided as follows: Bronx, 
75 acres; Manhattan, 530 acres; Rich- 
mond, 100 acres; Brooklyn, 80 acres, 
and Queens, 80. acres. An additional 
860 acres are ready for planting. In the 
Bronx there is to be’an additional 80 
acres obtained by the Board of Educa- 
tion. It was said at the meeting that 
the crops to be raised on this land 
would be worth $300 an acre. and that 
the whole yield would be worth about 
$225,000. These figures do. not include 
private food gardens.

OF PUBLIC UTILITIES 


Move to Prevent Crippling of Ser- 
vice Through War Enlistment 
of Those Needed Here. 


A plan for mobilizing the employes of 


all the public service corporations of | rai 


New York will be formulated at a meet- 
ing to be held at the office of the Public 
Service Commission, 120 Broadway, to- 
morrow afternoon. A part of the plan 
will be to fix upon those employes who 
should remain at their tasks rather 
than join the army.. The employes of 
the gas, electric light, and traction serv- 
ices of the city are not to be permitted 
to go into the military service to an 
extent that would interrupt those utili- 
ties. The Public Service Commission 
will suggest the -appointment of a 
committee to serve for the duration of 
the war to see that the right number of 
right men are kept in their places and 
at the same time furnish skilled men 
to the army for particular duties. 
_Indicative of the scope of the move- 
ment, Chairman Straus of the commis- 
sion issueg a statement to the_public 
service corporations of New York City 
in which he.called attention to the ne- 
cessity of continuing the performance 
of certain duties to the people of the 
city during the war.

“It ts highly desirable that the vart- 
ous public service corporations should 
at once advise their employes that 
national welfare is also vitally ak 
ent upon the continuance of the func- 
tions of public utilities, and that while a 
patriotic impulse and a spirit of self- 
sacrifice may prompt such employe to 
enlist in the army or navy, in reality he 
might thereby be taking a step which 
would be disadvantageous to the best 
{interests of the country which may re- 
quire that he continue in his present 
employment. 

‘* Public Service employes who may at 
this time contemplate giving up_ their 
duties in order to volunteer for military 
service should, therefore, first take the 
matter up with their employers, who, 
through a committee to .be created, will 
be in close touch with the requirements, 
of the Government. This course is 
necessary in order that the nation as a 
whole may ,direct its energies and co- 
ordinate its activities in a way -that will 
insure the most effective co-operation 
witn our allies in the prosecution of the 
war.’

THEORETICAL AND PRACTICAL 

' RATE. . REGULATION. 
The report of the Examfner of the’ 
Interstate Commerce Commission’ in 
the New Jersey rate case is more than 
a detision, subject to éonfirthation, 
that the Port 9f New York ought not 
to. be ‘divided. It is substantially a 
finding that rates ought not to be reg- 
ulated in the manner of thé Comniis- 
sion. The beginning of this case was 
the argument by Mr. BRANDEIs in the 
5 per cent. rate advance case that it 
was wrong for the terminal ‘charges at 
New -York to absorb 80 per cent. of 
the line haul, as he charged it did in 
Somme cases. Rates should. be scien- 
tifically regulated by separate charges 
for the haul and for the delivery at 
terminals. The argument prevailed, 
and the Commission suggested ‘that 
the rates should be raised by charging 
for some.terminal sérvices performed 
The 
Trailways complied, and thers was a 
storm of protest, before which the 
Commission ‘rétreatéd. ‘At this. stage 
New Jersey intervened with. an applt- 
catién which nobody had. foreseen. 
New Jersey asked that the port should 
be divided, so that a lower charge 
might be made in the interest of New 
Jersey and to the préjudice — New 
York. 

Now the cat is back at the door of 
the Commission, afd the question is 
what it will do with the report of its 
own expert, He finds that neither 
custom nor. science réquires, that rates 


shouldbe regulated by addéing to the 


line -haul a charge for. terminal serv- 
icés. That may be the custom abroad, 
where hauls are short, compared with 
ours.

Jersey resembling ‘New 
York’s in the use of money and organi- 
gation to develop New Jersey’s natural 
advantages as New York has improved 
its advantages, originally not équal to 
‘New Jersey’s. The lighterage service, 
which: was represented as ‘excessively 
costly fo. New York, and unnecessary 
to New Jersey, is really a natural ad- 
vantage. It is a natural switchyard, 
supplied and maintained withéut cost, 
and affording flexibility of operation 
greater. than one limited to, rails. 
Lighterage is available to all railways 
reaching the waterfront, but in New 
Jersey lack. of reciprocal. switching 
confines many shippers to the Pictiitien 
of a singlé railway. 

In other words, the argument of 
New York's counsel {8 accepted and 
approved. The Atlantic ports are not 
to be divided, at least not until the 


Commission reverses its decision that] 


the Pacific ports should not be divided. 
The rates are not unreasonable simply 
because’ they are not “ sclentific.” 
They ought to be raised frankly when 
they are unreasonably low, and not by 
spbterfuge. The settled practice of 
years ought not to be disturbed with- 
out better reason than the arguménts 
of those who: have theories and -visions 
of what ought to be. Experience is a 
better basis. of economics than logic. 
‘The report is. not yet approved by the 
Commission, and. it has views of its 
own. ‘Still, there is no reason to be 


depressed. The Commission has been 


on both sides of this question, as it has 
been on many.

A large inheritance tax seizes and de- 
stroys, in curren: expenditure, part of 
the capital of the nation. It: takes a 
part of the country’s savings which. is 
already invested. It cannot be paid out 
of income or provided against by econ- | j 
omy because, even at the present rate, 


Securities of the’ decedent's estate must 
be sold to pay*it: Tle money paid by'}; 
the buyers of thé securities thus sold is 
money which would otherwise have been 
invested eithér in Government bofids or 
in the necessary enterprises. of the coun- 
try. Taxes payable out of incéme or 
based on consumption stimulate—nay, 
eompel—ecdnomy, and thus actually in- 
crease the total -savirigs available for 
the needs of both Government and busi.

Notwithstanding his r old age, 
the death of Mr. inten coctee as a 
distinct shock to the country. It is 
an irreparable loss and a deep grief 
to the American Bar. We have not 
been accustomed to think of this great 
Nestor of our bar as an old man. 
With his giant intellect, so well pre- 
served to the last, his eloquence and 
delightful wit,, his melodious voice,
